. Discussed amendment and arguments filed 3/14/05. Applicant contends that Ekdahl teaches away from differentially 
shrinking the second layer relative to the first layer. The examiner pointed out that Ekdahl teaches broken film pieces 
1 1 shrinking (column 3, lines 32-34) wherein the skilled artisan would have appreciated this differential shrinking of the 
film layer relative to the nonwoven layer would increase the bulk of the composite just as Applicant's differential 
shrinking of the film layer relative to the nonwoven layer does, especially since Applicant's differential shrinking 
includes the nonwoven not shrinking at all. Applicant contends that one would not combine the teachings of Newman 
and Wu because Wu teaches extruding the nonwoven and not the film and therefore does not teach forming apertures 
in the film after extrusion. The examiner pointed out that Wu does teach these things (column 2, lines 34-42 - note film 
is elastomeric wherein the reference teaches the 'elastomeric extrudate' being 'extruded'; column 3, lines 20-25 - note 
film can have mechanically formed microvoids wherein skilled artisan would have readily appreciated these microvoids 
could only be formed after extrusion of the film). 
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
